There remains only the securing of 
forma! ratification by the parliament of 
Great Britain. That this will be given 
promptly there is every reason to sup % 
and the actual transfer of control will fol- 
low in due course. 

Unless, therefore, some candidates 
think it profitable to unearth a dead issue 
and re-fight the battles of a former day, 
there will be no “resources” controversy 
in either the provincial or the federal cam- 
paigns this summer. And as the settle- 
ment reached has been accepted as satis- 
factory to both the provinces and the Do- 
minion, the profit to be gained by thus 
dragging the skeleton out of the political 
cemetery is hardly likely to appear attrac- 
tive. 


AUGUST ELECTIONS? 


The budget having been approved in 
principle by the House of Commons, pro- 
rogation may be reached by the end of 
this month. Sixty days are required for 
carrying through a Dominion election. 
The first week in August is thus about as 
early as polling in the Dominion contest 
can take place. Harvest in the western 
provinces may be expected to start any 
time after the middle of August, and the 
contest is not likely to be deferred, on 
that account. 

Present indications therefore point to 
dissolution early in June, a hot weather 
campaign, and voting on some date early 
in August. So far as Alberta is concerned 
that ai t would have the advant- 
age that the provincial election would be 
over before the federal campaign got well 
under way. That is in every way desir- 
able, and if Premier King and Premier 
Brownlee arranged their plans to avoid 
oy tw cay bey voters will certainly have 
no fault to on that score.

one-thousandths of an inch. This per- 
mits the piston to move up and down 
the cylinder with ease, while it is 
cold and there is little or no lubri- 


ion of the 
pistom under the terrific heat that 
arises in the cylinder head. 

After running the car several thou- 
sands of miles, however, the cylinder 
walls have worn down sometimes to 
almost ‘twice the originals clearance 
giving the piston more . During 
all ths time, also the throw of the 
crankshaft hag hurled the piston to 
one side, and om the down stroke to 
the other side of the cylinder. 

While the engine is new and on up 
to 20,000 of even 50,000 miles of oper- 
ation in some cases, no sound may be 
heard of this constent throwing of 
the piston from side to side, slight as 
it may be. After @ while however, it 
is heard more decidedly. 

When the engine is cold and there 
is little or no oil along the cylinder 
walls to pistons have more clearance 
and therefore are lable to cause the 
Slapping that is heard.

N thost fateful days and fearful nights c‘ the 
| summer of 1916, the fate of nations hung by 
a hair. Slowly, steadily, the German tide 
had crept closer to the battlements of Verdun; 
desperate armies had battled for supremacy in 
the blood-soaked mud of the Somme. Gallant 
Canadians, quenchliess in courage, had thrown 
themselves against the ramparts of Courcelette. 
Four thousand miles away, on the plains of 
the Canadian west, other armies of men had 
been mobilized to back the bullets with loaves of 
bread. But battalions of farmers had gone down 
to defeat against an invisible enemy as ruthicss

What a relentless, resourceful, persistent 
robber!

Business men, through influential boards of 
trade, rallied to ithe support of the harassed 
farmers. So did powerful newspapers. The agi- 
tation grew until it echoed on the floor of the 
House of Commons. 


There was good reason for all the fuss. For 


. hundreds of years rust had despoiled the wheat 


fields of the world. Every new visitation seemed | 
to be more savage and destructive than the 
last. Did it not represent an annua! loss of six- 
ty millions of dollars on this continent? Had it

of all! These plant-pirates are specialists in 
their thievery. The robber which despoils Mar- | 
quis may not care for Garnet. The thief which 
brings ruin this year may be replaced next year 
by a new thief with an entirely different appe- | 
tite. Only their appetites betray them! 

Years ago the red terror was tracked to its | 
secret lair—the barberry bush. This ornamen- 
tal plant is nature’s own incubator of rust, the | 
barracks in which the armies of raiders are! 
mobi!ized for their predatory attacks upon| 
~ neat. 

That discovery stirred the legislators of both | 
Canada and the United States into action. They | 
voted huge sums of money for the eradication 
ot the plant. Bushes were uprected without 
mercy wherever they were found—-in private 
gardens and in public parks, in the ditches of 
highways and in the groves of parliament build- 
ngs. 

Success attended the efforts of the cam- 
psigners.

On the other hand, 
Emmer is just one of the poor relations of the 
| great wheat family. It is said by those who 
study such matters that Emmer is directly 
descended from that weed which still grows wild 
on the hills of Palestine, and from which all our 
wheats have indirectly come. It ig useless for 
the making of flour, being used, for the most 
part, as pig feed. But it does possess one re- 
deeming feature—it is completely immune to 
rust. 

McFadden succeeded in Fritins a fertile 
cross of these two members of the great wheat 
family.

MOUNTING BUTTERFLIES 


HE enthusiastic “Bugologist” 
| spends the pleasant days be- 
tween early spring and late 
autumn. in the search for 
specimens which he will prepare 
for his collection during leisure 
hours in which out-of-door ram- 
bles hold little attraction. Then /| 
the papers are opened and the 
work of preparing the choicest 
specimens for the collection begins. 
Some method of relaxing the 
dried specimens is indispensible, 
the most convenient being the re- 
laxing jar which may be made of 
any tight jar of convenient size and | 
shepe ill the jar perhaps a third 
full of sand which hes been well 
moistened with warm water to 
which a few drops of ecarbolic acid 
has been added as @ preservative. 
Sprinkle warm water on each 
paper to moisten it; open enough 
to allow the moist air to reach the 
specimens and lightly lay one upon 
the other in the jar. Place the 
cover on and allow the insects to 
stay in the jar from one to two 
days in &@ warm room; a longer 
time may be required to fully relax 
very large or thick specimens 


Mounting blocks may be made 
by> gluing and tacking pieces of 
Paper board of the kind suggeated 
to the under side of the wing 
boards C. Two or three thicknesses 
as at A will allow the upper piece 
to be cut out of the groove to make 
room for the body if necessary. 
The spece between the wing boards 
should range from %” to &* in 
width, as suggested, and the eame 
in depth to allow for different sizes 
of bodies. The length of the wing 
boards should also vary between 
extremes of 1%” x 6” to allow for 
differences in the spread of the 
wings. Fasten a strong thread 
with a tack on each board as at 
Al. A moth with comparatively 
small wings may have a very 
plump body, while a butterfly with 
broad wings may have « remark- 
ably slender thorax and abdomen. 
Hence it will be necessary to have 
quite a large assortment of va- 
rious sizes of block to be able to! 
select the one best sulted for each 
specimen, 

We shall need some mounting 
needles which may be made from 


; ordinary needles from mother's 
work basket. They should be of 
medium size and set in sealing wax 
or wound around with narrow 
strips of adhesive tape to make 
handles. At least eight needles 
should be at hand before beginning 
to mount. Common pins may be 
used, but they are not nearly as 
efficient. 


The insect may be impaled 

through the thorax with a slender 
Pin. Place the body in the groove, 
but if possible use the longer 
and more slender entomological 
| pins. Place the body in the groove, 
| about in the center lengthwise, 
| though this depends upon the 
; Shape of each individual; push the 
| pin into the paper board of the 
sreove until not more than %” 
| shows above the body, with the 
wings flattened and resting upon

As 
each wing and each antenna is 
brought into place as at G the 
needle may be pushed into the 
wing board to hold it while wind- 
ing the thread around it severa! 
times. When this is done the 
needles may be withdrawn. some- 
times it will be beat to Place the 
antenna after the wings and it 
may be necessary to hold @ stub 
born wing with:ping. Small holes 
thus made will not be apparent to 
the ordinary observer unless the 
wing has been torn.
